Due to the holiday Thursday, 
a complete check of local 
ranches and livestock market 
officials was not possible. The 
exact amount of trouble in this 
immediate area was not known. 

The livestock board is now 
faced with the problem of trac- 
ing the routes which the in- 
fected cattle may have traveled 
into and out of the infested 
area before the discovery was 
made this week. 

The tick was first discovered 
near Okeechobee several weeks 
ago. 

It was announced this week 
that horses as well as cattle are 
carriers of the tick and should 
be dipped if they are being 
moved from a ranch. Anyone 
within a quarantined area is for- 
bidden to dip or spray animals 
without the knowledge and con- 
sent of the eradication super- 
visor. His office is located in 
Okeechobee. 


Monthly Welfare 
Report Released

Roberts Speaks To 
ions Club Here 


Speaking before the regular 
Wednesday meeting of the Belle 
Glade Lions Club, Representa- 
tive Emmett Roberts gave an 
analysis of the 1957 Florida 
Legislative accomplishments. 

He pointed out that the ma- 
jor gains scored in the session 
were in the field of education. 
The record- appropriations bill 
included about 400 million dol- 
lars for education — about 2/3 
of the total. 

The legislature, he said, 
seems to get credit for a few 
bad bills that sometimes get 
passed; however, little credit is 
given for the many bad bills 
it kills. This session had a rec- 
ord 3,500 bills introduced with 
some 2,000 passing. 

Legislation in other fields, 
Roberts pointed out ,included a 
state bulkhead law, nuclear 
development, a speed limit law, 
the abolishment of the sheriff's 
fee system and changing prim- 
ary elections to September. 

‘The Palm Beach County dele- 
gation passed some 79 local 
bills -affecting the county. Of 
particular interest to our area 
is the bill permitting all court 
proceedings, except jury trials, 
io be held in the Glades sub- 
courthouse when it is completed. 

Belle Glade, South Bay and 
Pahokee each had bills with 
charter changes to be voted on 
by the citizens in a referendum. 

Constitutional revision will 
be considered in a special ses- 
sion, probably in September. 
With so many issues confront- 
ing the session, constitutional 
revision at the regular session 
was most difficult. 

In conclusion, Roberts said, 
the legislature worked long 
hours but many times lacked 
| the necessary leadership to pas 
the better and more progressive 
jmeasures coming before it.

WHY "BARE" BEACH? 


It seems like some galoot is always probing around to find 
out something that nobody wants to know, and that doesn't 
amount to a hoot when he finds it out, like, for Instance, how 
did Bare Beach get its name? To begin with, it couldn't have 
been meant to be Bear Beach, for nobody has ever heard of any 
bears being there. On the other hand, why was it called Bare 
Beach when its distinguishing feature was a beautiful hammock 
of cypress and oaks, unlike anything anywhere on the south 
shore of the lake? It even had a fine sandy beach as well, which 
made it, with East Beach, at Pahokee, a favorite picnic spot, 
where on Christmas, July 4th or election day, the entire popula- 
tion of the lake would assemble for a fish fry during the daytime 
and square dancing and fighting at night. 

In the first place, the name was properly “Little Bare 
Beach" to distinguish it from “Big Bare Beach" on the west 
shore between Lakeport and Kissimmee River. 
that now Bare Beach, between Lake Harbor and Clewiston, is 
a cluster of about a dozen houses sequestered under dense foliage, 
together with a couple of stores and a service station, all crowded 
between the massive government levee behind, and the highway 
and cane fields in front, hidden in what the encroachments of 
civilization have allowed to remain of tile hammock. 

During the old boating days when the world young,
